We aff in.receipt of ‘the annaal report 
of the Indian Branch of the Department 
“Becretary of State for the Pro 


~ vinces, for the year 1871, which coutains 


a large amount of valuable informatiun 
in*reference to Indian uffairs in the vari- 
ous Provwees of the Dominion, not to be 
obteined through any other source, From 


thg@-Keports ‘sent in by the agents em- 
ployed in the older Provinces of the 
Dominion, it would seem that the moral 
and social 6dndition of the various tribes 
is of a very satisfactory character, and 
from the"tabular statements furnished it 
appears that a majority of the tribes 
enumerated show an increase in numbers, 
as"éompated with the previous year, and 
this increase is said to be continuous, not 
exceptional. Alluding to this fact, the 
Superintendent General soys, 
“ This isdoubtless the result of improved 
habits of life, proper medical treatment 
when sickness bas occurred, better habi- 
tations and sufficient clothing, better 
food and an ample supply of it. Added 
to these may be the restraiats their re- 
ligtous instructors inculcate, and the 
better tone of mind which, in many, is 
observable.” _In regard to British Co- 
lumbia, itis said, ‘the information ob- 
tained by the Department is very im- 
perfect,” and that “there are several 
bands.the population of which is entirely 
unknown.” It could searcely be expect 
ed:in a: country containing so vast an 
area and so sparscly settled as British 
Culumbia that accurate returns could be 
seat into the Department, in the absence 
of anything like an organized Indian 
licy for the Province. The entire 
Fodian population of the Province is 
estimated at not less than 45,000 indi- 
viduals, which is about correct, “a por- 
tion of whom,” the report goes on to 
say, “are in various stages of semi- 
civilization, and anotber portion who have 
advanced bat little, if at all, beyond the 
condition of Indian life, such as exists 
where intercourse with white men has 
been of a description neither to clevate 
thé race nor to have for its object the 
imparting to individuel members of it, 
objects and aims of an order higher 
than ‘those which influenced and 
guided them ia their pristine condition.’ 
‘That, the civilization of the white map 
has thue far proved anything bat a bless- 
ing. to the Indian tribes in British Col- 
uarbia, isa fact of which there are but 
too many painful evidences to be seen in 
every settled community throughont the 
Province. Speaking of what has been 
doe in, the way of private efforts to 
ameliorate the condition of the Indian 
tribes in a moral, religious, and intellec- 
tual point of view, the Deputy Superio- 
tendent' says, ‘‘In endeavoring to arrive 
at @ Knowledge of what bas been done for 
the benefit of the Indians of that new 
Province of the Dominion, it wou'd seem 
that the pioneers in the important work 
of isstracting them in the rudiments of 
education and in reclaiming them from 
heithenien, were the Charch Missionary 
Society, and the Society for Propagating 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts. These 
Awhbfch are identified with the 

Church of England, bave four principal 
Missions, as the chief centres from which 
their operations for educating and chris- 
Andians are conducted, The 

Rén tholic Church, also, bas been 
actively engaged, through its miasionar-
